Mayor Kaufmann, in releasing 
the letter for publication, said he 
was “glad to receive it.” At the 
request of the Mayor, Comptroller 


Nolte attended a meeting of a sub- 
committee appointed to examine 
sites which was held this after- 
noon before the session of the Air- 
port Commission. 

“While recent discussions have 
become confused with detailed con- 
siderations of runway systems and 
with the relative merits of levees 
and fills, I think these matters can 
all be satisfactorily reconciled at 
the proper time, and that they 
should be laid aside for the. pres- 
ent,” Comptroller Nolte wrote. 

Adding that he also thought’ 
“the commission should reach an 
immediate decision in selecting the 
Columbia Bottoms site and taking 
the necessary steps toward its de- 
velopment,” the letter asked: “Tf 
the sub-committee is reaching the 
game conclusion as I have, will it 
not be possible for the commis- 
gion to settle the matter this aft- 
ernoon?”

CURLEY INDICTED AGAIN 
ON MAIL FRAUD CHARGE 


Others Accused; New Writ 
Replaces One Set Aside on 
Technicality. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP).-- 
Representative James M. Curley 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, was in- 
dicted for a second time today by 
a Federal grand jury here in con- 
nection with the operation of En- 
gineers’ Group, Inc., described by 
the Department of Justice as “a 
Government war contracts broker- 
age racket.” 

In addition to Curley, three-term 
Mayor of Boston, former Governor 
of Massachusetts and now the 
State’s Democratic Committeeman, 
the indictment named six défend- 
ants, five of them previously in- 
dicted. The new defendant is 
David E. Desmond of Boston, de- 
scribed as a‘salesman for Engin- 
eers’ Group, Inc. 

The indictment, alleging viola~- 
tion of the mail fraud statute, con- 
tains 16 counts. All the defend- 
ants except Desmond were indicted 
on identical charges Sept. 16, 1943, 
but the indictment was set aside 
Nov.: 1 on the technical ground 
that the order impaneling the 
grand jury had not been signed by 
the Chief Justice or the Senior As 
sociate Justice of the District of 
Columbia Federal Court.

NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (AP).—A 
United States destroyer sank in 
lower New York Bay today after 
an explosion of undetermined origin 
which shook many sections of the 
metropolitan area and awoke thou- 


sands before dawn. 

There were at least 163 known 
survivors, including 108 injured. 
Fifty-four of them, many with 
third-degree burns, were at the 
Army Hospital at Fort Hancock, 
N. J, 

There was np announcement re- 
garding loss of life. The wartime 
complement of a destroyer, de- 
pending on the type, varies from 
150 to 300 men. 

The explosion, which occurred 
at 6:18 a. m. as the ship, which 
anchored three hours earlier six 
miles northeast of Sandy Hook, N. 
J., was preparing to move, was 
so terrific, the Navy said, that men 
were blown oversides. 

Navy Descri Blast. 

The Third Naval District gave 
this description of the explosion:

Invaders. Seize Airfield 
55° Miles East of Ma- 
dang—Japs Offer Lit- 
tle Opposition. 


ADVANCED ALLIED HEAD- 
QUARTERS, New Guinea, Jan. 3 
(AP).—American soldiers in a sur- 
prise landing have captured the 
harbor and airfield at Saidor, on 
the. north coast of New Guinea, 55 
miles east of the Japanese base 
at Madang, Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur announced today. 

The landing, made following a 
heavy sea and air bombardment, 
was accomplished virtually with- 
out loss, and reports from the 
scene indicated that only slight 
resistance was encoountered after 
seizure of the airfield. 

Between Saidor and Finschhaf- 
en, 100 miles southeast on the 
Huon Peninsula coast, is a bat- 
tered force of Japanese being 
steadily pushed northward by Aus- 
tralian fighters. MacArthur’s com- 
munique said these enemy troops 
are now “trapped with no source 
of supply, and they face disinte- 
gration and destruction.” 

Another force of Australians is 
moving toward Madang up the 
Ramu Valley, across the tower- 
ing Finisterre mountain range 
from Saidor, and was last report- 
ed within 15 miles of Bogadjim, a 
coastal base linked with Madang 
by a modern 20-mile highway. 

The invaders’ were from the 
Thirty-second Division of Lt. Gen. 
Walter Krueger’s Sixth Army, and 
included men from Wisconsin and 
Michigan. The gntire task force 
was under the command of Brig. 
Gen. Clarence Martin, and Col. 
Slade Bradley headed the ground 
fighters. 

The Americans swept ashore 
under a smoke screen yesterday 
morning after the air and naval 
bombardment had dumped 200 
tons of explosives on the = area, 
hitting the beach from small craft 
at three points,

Other units of the triumphant 
Russian forces swept southwest- 
ward toward Zhmerinka, rai] junc- 
tion less than 50 miles from the 
old Rumanian border, and far 
northern columns thundered to 
within 45 miles of the Latvian 
border.

HITLER RESIDENCE 
REPORTED STRUGK 
IN LATEST ATTAGK 


2000 Tons of Bambs 
Dropped in 2 Nights— 
British Lose 56 Bomb- 


ers -in Period.

LONDON, Jan. 3 (AP).—Berlin, 
the Royal Air Force’s first target 


for 1944, was heavily attacked for 
the second time in the new year 
early today by British airmen who 
delivered their tenth major blow 
in two months against the charred 
capital and the 10list raid of the 
war on the city. 

The newest attack came while 
fires still were burning from a 
1000-ton or bigger assault that was 
made early Sunday and while Ger- 
man rescue workers still were 
digging dead and injured from the 
ruins, 

The Air Ministry, describing to- 
day’s before-dawn attack as 
“heavy,” said 28 aircraft were lost 
in the Berlin raid, in Mosquito 
stabs in Western Germany and 
Northern France and mine laying 
operations in enemy waters. This 
was the same number of planes 
the British lost in operations of 
the previous night. 

2000 Tons in 24 Hours. 

The second 1000-ton assualt in 
less than 24 hours on the crum- 
bling capital was made after the 
big bombers fought their way 
through the stiffest fighter and 
antiaircraft resistance encountered 
in many weeks, returning airmen 
said. 

Swedish reports said Hitler’s 
luxurious new chancellery on the 
Wilhelmplatz was one of the places 
hit in the aerial barrage which 
struck first at the outlying indus- 
trial areas and then worked to the 
official and residential areas in the 
heart of the capital. 

It was regarded as extremely 
doubtful that Hitler was near to 
witness the damage, however, and 
the dispatches did not say how 
badly the building was damaged.

The President presented the 
Roosevelt library and 16 acres of 
aon to the Government July 24, 


The new title transfer grants the 
President and his immediate fam- 
ily use of the home during their 
lifetimes and provides that town, 
county and state taxes shall be 
paid by the Roosevelts. 

The deed gives the Government 
the entire frontage of the original 
110 acres bought by the President’s 
father, James Roosevelt, on the 
Albany post road in 1867, but the 
President retains about 60 acres 
between the house and the Hud- 
sno River.

An official review of fighting 
during the last few months by the 
Allied Fifteenth Army group gave 
this estimate of German hopes in 
Italy: ° 

“The Germans are defending ev- 
ery position, in hopes of wearing 
down the Allied attack to prevent 
the Allies — — up enough 
reserves to d any great blow. 

“They hope that even if the 
Allies achieve a break-through of 
their defenses that it will be so 
costly that the Allies will not have 
the reserves to exploit it. They 
are waging a war of attrition, but 
the attrition has been heavier on 
their side. 

“Some German divisions have 
suffered such heavy casualties, 
sometimes up to 50 per cent, that 
they have been unable to stay in 
the line more than two weeks. 
Among the German divisions that 
have been badly mauled have been 
the Ninetieth Panzer Grenadiers 
and the 334th Infantry on the 
Eighth Army front, and the Twen- 
ty-ninth Panzers on the Fifth 
Army front. 

“There is evidence the Germans 
themselves are being exhausted as 
divisions have been rushed to the 
front direct from rear areas in 
piecemeal fashion, according to 
captured prisoners. Some units 
have been rushed directly into the 
front lines without any inbetween 
period to become acclimated.”

Supreme Court Rules 
Tribunals Can’t Pass 
on Commission’ Order 
Unless ‘Unreasonable.’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court ruled today 
that Federal courts are barred 
from passing on a rate order by 
the Federal] Power Commission un- 
leas the “total effect” of the order 
might be “unjust and unreason- 
able.” 

Associate Justice Douglas de- 
livered the five to three decision 
which referred to the fact that 
the tribunal earlier had held that 
“the commission was not bound ta 
the use of any single formula or 
combination of formulae in deter- 
mining rates.” 

That 1942 ruling was widely in- 
terpreted at the time as leaving 
Federal rate-making agencies free 
to use the “prudent investment” 
theory of rate-making which long 
was advocated by the late Justice 
Louis D. Brandeis.

After referring to the 1942 opin- 
ion, Justice Douglas said: 

“If the total effect of the rate 
order cannot be said to be unjust 
and unreasonable, judicial inquiry 
under the act is at an end. 

“The fact that the method em- 
ployed to reach that result may 
contain infirmities is not then im- 
portant. Moreover, the commis- 
sidn’s order does not become sus- 
pect by reason of the fact that it 
is challenged. It ig the product 
of expert judgment which carries 
a presumption of validity. And he 
who would upset the rate order 
under the act carries the burden 
of making the convincing showing 
that it is invalid because it is un- 
just and unreasonable in its con- 
sequences.” 

The decision specifically upheld 
a Federal Power Commission or- 
der directing the Hope Natural Gas 
Co. to reduce its rates by $3,609,857 
annually on natural gas consumed 
in Cleveland and Akron, O., and in 
the Pittsburgh area.

Postwar Planning Will Be Major 
' Job for C. of C. in 1944. 

The St. Louis Chamber of..Com- 
merce will concentrate much of its 
activity in 1944 on a postwar plan- 
ning program, George ¢. Smith, 
new president of the organization, 
said today in a formal New Year's 
statement, adding that an outline 
for industrial conversion to peace- 
time. production soon will be of- 
fered by a committee now study- 
ing the subject. 

The postwar development com- 
mittee’s report will cover such 
subjects as re-employment, im- 
provement of transportation facili- 
ties, merchandising, improvement 
of recreational facilities and pro- 
motion of St. Louis industrial re- 
sources. At the same time, Smith 
said, the chamber’s aviation board 
will continue to give full co-opera- 
tion to all other groups seeking a 
second airport for the city and to 
explore other phases of the expect- 
ed postwar increase in air traffic. 

The organization also is con- 
cerned greatly with the eventual 
disposal of Government-owned in- 
dustrial plants in the St. Louis 
area, Smith declared. He asserted 
that the Government “could wreck 
private business after the war 
through improper handling of cén- 
tract cancellations.” 

Smith said he believed St. Louis 
would reach its employment peak 
in 1944, despite “temporary reduc- 
tions in war work at a few plants 
and change-overs to new products.” 
However, he added, “we do not 
anticipate a* man power shortage 
in St. Louis; that phase of the war 
production program here apparent- 
ly has passed and our plants are 
getting the men they need in most 
cases.” 


Jesse Jones Tells Business to Plan 
Now for Conversi 

WASHINGTON, Jan. AP).— 
American business must prepare 
now for reconversion to a peace- 
time economy in order to prevent 
postwar chaos, in the opinion of 
Commerce Secretary Jesse Jones. 

Jones expressed concern over 
what he termed the danger of 
postwar concentration of commer- 
cial wealth and said all members 
of the business world should co- 
operate in postwar planning. 

Military victory may come sud- 
denly, he wrote in the January is- 
sue of Domestic Commerce, there- 
by affording scant time “to plan 
calmly and intelligently for a 
smooth transition to a peacetime 
economy.” 

The Secretary noted that many 
top-flight business firms, members 
of civic and commercial associa- 
tions, already have taken steps in 
planning for the postwar era. 

“But what of the thousands of 
smaller business firms without any 
affiliation with groups and lacking 
adequate managerial skill to plan 
for the future?” he asked. “What 
is happening to that basically 
American characteristic — private 
initiative, the quality that impels 
men to broaden their vision, take 
risks?” 

Jones said it was “perfectly nat- 
ural” that the greatest share of 
production, and profits, be cen- 
tered in big business during the 
war, but added that business seg- 
ments outside the “inner circle” 
should be given consideration in 
postwar planning.

(2) We must aid in restoring order 
and decent living in a distressed 
world. (3) We must do our full 
share in a program for permanent 
peace among nations.” 

Seeks Restoration of Economy. 

As to the national phase of the 
postwar problem, Shaw said he 
favored: Restoration of states’ 
rights, economy, an end to bureau- 
cratic regulation, equal opportunity 
for all regardless of race, increased 
production and improved distribu- 
tion of food ynder a single agency, 
fair farm prices, maximum free- 
dom of agricultural operation, the 
right of collective bargaining, full 
provisions for rehabilitation, em- 
ployment of service men and wom- 
en, and “preservation to our people 
of all..freedoms.” 

Shaw, 47 years old, served four 
terms as Mayor of Clayton and is 
former president of the Missouri 
League of Municipalities. He has 
been active in American Legion 
work and in civic affairs. He or- 
ganized the state aircraft warning 
service. Shaw:is married, lives at 
7500 Wydown boulevard, and has 
four children, two of whom are in 
‘military service. One son, Capt. 
Charles M. Shaw of the Air Force, 
is a prisoner of war in Germany.

TRUCKING OF WAR 
GUODS HAMPERED 
BY JOPLIN STRIKE 


Less Than Full Loads 
From St. Louis to Camps 
Not Permitted to Clear 
to Southwest. 


Movement of truck frefght be 
tween St. Louis and Southwestern 
Army camps and war plants was 
hampered today by a local strike 
of dockmen, deliverymen and 
truck drivers at Joplin, Mo. 

Solid truckloads of war freight 
Were receiving clearance through 
Joplin, St. Louis truck line opera- 
tors reported, but less-than-truck- 
load lots were being halted at 
Joplin or Springfield, Mo. 

Joplin ig a key point for South- 
western trucking operations, 
trucks being reworked—that is, 
cargoes are unloaded and broken 
up into individual shipments—at 
this point. The strike affects flow 
of traffic to and from such im- 
portant centers as Camps Clark, . 
Crowder and Gruber, the Kansas 
and Jayhawk Ordnance Piants, 
Douglas aircraft plants at Oklae- 
home City and Tulsa, and the Mid- 
west Air Depot at Oklahoma City. 

Dockmen and delivery men, 
members of the Joplin local, AFL 
Teamsters’ and Chauffeurs’ Union, 
struck last Dec. 17, saying they 
were tired of waiting for ern- 
ment approval of a freight rate in- 
crease which would cover a wage 
increase granted the workers 
under a contract signed in Novem- 
ber, 1942. A two weeks’ truce was 
declared Dec. 20, pending Govern- 
ment review of the case. The truce 
expired yesterday. 

The War Labor Board's truck- 
ing commission in’ Washington 
said the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration approved the rate increase 
to meet the wage raise Dec. 21. 
The case must now be reviewed 
by Stabilization Director Fred M. 
Vinson, but the commission said it 
held up certificate to Vinson be- 
cause of the strike.

LLIED military men in Asia are frankly perturbed over the loose b 
thinking at home about the war against Japan. What disturbs |: 
them most is the popular assumption that after the collapse of : 


Hitler it will be possible within a few weeks to switch the whole a 
immense Allied power in Europe to the Pacific for a quick knockout ¢ 


blow against Japan. 


The fact is that if the war in Europe were to end tomorrow it 
would be impossible to accommodate immediately more than a small 
part of the shipping, air power, naval strength and armament avail- 


able in the European theater. 


It is pleasant to think about 3000 
or 5000 airplanes taking off from 
Europe for India and China, right 
after the German surrender, but 
where would we put them? Where 
are the docking facilities for the 
thousands of ships that might be 
coming this way? Where is the 
rolling stock. for supplies and 
where are the installations for 
troops? 

As things stand today, South- 
east Asia and China are receiving 
less than 10 per cent of the vast 
production of British and Amer!- 
can arsenals. When the European 
war is over, this theater will sud- 
denly jump from the bottom of 
the priority list to the top. 


Preparations Under Way. 

It will take an enormous amount 
of planning and construction by 
the Southeast Asia command, in 
conjunction with the India com- 
mand, to remove the existing bot- 
tlenecks, increase existing facili- 
ties and so set the stage for the 
bloody grand finale of the Pacific 
war. This long-range planning 
problem is not being neglected. 

Offensive activity in Southeast 
Asia, for the time being, is laying 
major emphasis on preparatory op- 
erations, so that every possible 
ship, tank and landing boat may 
be utilized in Europe to assure vic- 
tory over Germa in the winter 
of 1944. 

In the meantime, aerial help to 
China may be expected to grow, 
bombing operations against vital 
Japanese bases may be expected 
to increase in intensity, and the 
Allies may attempt certain limited 
military actions; but the emphasis 
by Admiral Lord Louis Mountbat- 
ten’s command will be on prepara- 
tion and planning. 

To appreciate the magnitude of 
the problem, it is necessary to visu- 
alize the present supply picture in 
East Asia. The Allied communi- 
cations map in Asia is shaped like 
a mammoth hourglass with India 
at one end and China at the other, 


connected, by narrow neck 
through w ckles a small ton- 
nage of materials. Our only ac- 


cess in this whole area is through 
the seaports of India. The best of 
these are already operating under 
severe strain and it will take con- 
siderable improvement in their fa- 
cilities to handle even double their 
current volume of traffic. 

From India’s ports, the incom- 
ing tonnage must be moved to 
where it is needed over railways 
which even now are groaning 
under the weight of wartime traf- 
fic. The problem is complicated 
by the fact that materials for the 
India-Burma front and for China 
must follow the same route into 
the extreme northeastern corner 
of India where railways and high- 
_ ways are least able to stand the 
strain. 

That narrow sector is the only 
place where the Indian armies are 
in direct contact with the Japa- 
nese; that is where American and 
Chinese engineers are pushing the 
Ledo road forward toward China; 
that is where China-bound trans- 
ports must be loaded and where 
the big fighter and bomber bases 
are located. Congestion in that 
narrow supply funnel is already 
great. Yet, until we recapture 
Burma and the-Port of Rangoon, 
this must remain the Allied sup- 
ply channe] to Southeast Asia. 


Experts Pouring in. 

To find a solution for aaa: prob- 
lems as these,*men of energy, ag- 
gressiveness and imagination are 
showing up here in increasing 
numbers. Among them are a num- 
ber of Americans with reputations 
in their respective fields. Their 
assigned task is to put India’s 
house in order for ffe flood of 
materials and personnel that will 
come 

Sir ‘Archibald P. Wavell as Vice- 
roy, Lord Mountbatten as supreme 
commander and Geri. Sir Claude J. 
E. Auchinleck as. commander in 
chief of the Indian Army have in- 
fused new blood into the ponder- 
ous and complex organism of offi- 
cial India. 

The American end of this pre- 
paratory task is chiefly the con- 
cern of two sprawling departments 
of the United States Army—the air 
service command and the Services 
of Supply—without whose support 
our pilots and troops would be 
helpless. 

Allied planners are mapping a 
program of airdrome expansion, 
seaport improvement and transport 
extension that will revolutionize 
the existing facilities. Thus far 
much of this program must be 
confined to the most essential pre- 
liminaries. 

It is reckoned that existing Al- 
lied air bases in India and China 
could accommodate from three to 
five times the present strength if 
given necessary fuel, ground crews 
and repair facilities. That would 
not be supplying the needs of an 
all-out air offensive, but would 
help while other facilities were be- 
ing rushed to completion. 

Meanwhile, sites are being select- 
ed for new airdromes and con- 


struction plans are going forward 
as fast as possible.

Harbor Expansion Program. 

The problem of expanding port 
facilities and railway tonnage is 
also being tackled energetically. 
Here again the available means 
are woefully small, and here again 
heavy machinery, like cranes, con- 
veyors and countless other items 
of structural material and. equip- 
ment are needed, 

India has many fine ports, but 
only a few are within close reach 
of the fighting front. These will 
have to be reorganized, modern- 
ized and - enlarged if they are to 
perform their future job Plans 
are afoot to utilize neglected har- 
bors and to open new ones. 

Even now certain ports in India 
are unloading more cargo than 
their tributary railways can 
handle. The railways need great 
quantities of additional rolling 
stock and hundreds of new loco- 
motives, 

At one port jeeps and trucks from 
America have to be transferred to 
barges which take 30 days for a 
1000-mile journey, 

In Southeastern Asia, as in the 
South Pacific, naval and amphib- 
ious operations will figure promi- 
nently in the coming offensive. 
That is another poser for the plan- 
ners. All important naval bases 
on the Asiatic mainland are in 
Japanese hands. Our only big 
bases in this region are Trincomali 
and Columbo, on the Island of 
Ceylon, off the southern tip of 
India, and even they are strictly 
limited in their facilities. 

Colombo has some drydocks and 
repair works for small and me- 
dium vessels. Trinicomali has 
splendid anchorage and consider- 
able possibilities. Presumubly, 
these and lesser bases on the In- 
dian coast have been undergoing 
expansion, but the building of 
naval yards is a laborious process; 
especially while the needs of Eu- 
rope are so urgent. 

Thus it is clear Mat while there 
are numerous bottlenecks fn this 
war zone, the basic one is shipping. 
Despite the spectacular production 
record of American shipyards, the 
number of ships serving this front 
is still far short of requirements. 
More ships will be available when 
the center of war swings from 
Europe to the Pacific, but they 
will have to travel vastly — 
distances. A large number of ships 
will still be needed to supply Brit- 
ish industry and the hungry conti- 
nent of Europe. 


Three-Phase War. 

As ringside spectators look at it, 
the war in the Pacific will go 
through three phases. 

The first is the ee 
phase, 

The second phase will be the 
breaking down of Japan’s ring of 
outer defenses so that Allied 
armies and navies may gain posi- 
tions in direct proximity to the 
heart of the Japanese empire. Few 
countries wear such ideal natural 
armor as Japan, with its protectin 
circle of oceans studded with islan 
fortresses and bolstered on the 
land side by the almost roadiless 
mountains of the Burma-India 
frontier. 

Except for the great land wedge 
of neutral Russia, which the Japa- 
nese dare not ignore, there are at 
present only two points of penetra- 
tion in the circular barrier. One 
is the great bulge of free China, 
which is an ever-present, though 
for the time being static, threat to 
Japan's western flank. The other 
is the breach that Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur has forced through 
New Guinea and the Solomons to- 
ward Rabaul, 

Once the ANies ‘have smashed 
this outer defense line, they will 
be ready for the third, final, and 
possibly costliest phase—the kill. 

It is difficult at this stage to say 
in which sector of the Pacific front 
the main part of Allied power will 
be concentrated, but military men 
here believe that because of the 
greate land masses in this area, 
and the closer proximity of China 
and India to Japanese centers, 
something more than 50 per cent 
of our aerial and land strength 
will be deployed through this thea- 
ter of operations. 

The bulk of American naval 
strength is expected to continue 
operating in the South and East 
Pacific, but Lord Mountbatten will 
certainly require a sizeable portion 
of the British Navy to crash 
through the Bay of Bengal to Sin- 
gapore and the South China Sea. 
It is possible that at about the 
same time Gen. MacArthur will be 
arriving in the Philippines and 
Adm. Chester W. Nimitz in the 
Carolines or beyond.

A BRITISH NORTHERN NAVAL BASE, Jan. 3 (AP). 
N an account of the destruction of the German battleship Scharn- 
horst Dec. 26 in the Arctic night above Norway’s North Cape, Adm. 
Sir Bruce Fraser has paid high tribute to the daring of four de- 


stroyers which co-operated with the battleship Duke of York. 


“The skilled handling of the Sav- 
age, Saumarez, Scorpion and Stord, 
in instantly perceiving the oppor- 
tunity for their (torpedo) attack, 
and the gallant way in which they 
pressed it home under intense fire, 
insured the eventual destruction of 
the Scharnhorst,” said Fraser’s ac- 
count, written for Reuters news 
agency. 

Opening fire at a range just un- 
der six miles, “the Duke of York 
fought the Scharnhorst hard, skill- 
fully and well, and after being sub- 
jected to the full weight of the 
enemy’s fire for over an hour and 
a half, won a capital ship gun ac- 
tion at night,” Adm, Fraser re- 
counted. 


Account by Admiral. 


The. Admiral’s story follows: 

“At 0800 (8 a. m.) on Dec. 26 
the Duke of York, Adm. Fraser’s 
flagship, with H. M. cruiser Ja- 
maica astern arid the destroyers 
Savage, Saumarez, Scorpion and 
the Norwegian destroyer Stord 
acting as an antisubmarine 
screen, was some way to the west- 
ward of the eventual scene of bat- 


| tle, steering to the eastward, 


“The weather during the pre- 
vious night had been extremely bad 
and few people, even in the bat- 
tleship, had had much sleep. 
There is no daylight in these lati- 
tudes, though there is a period of 
twilight in the middle of the day. 
The whole of the main action, 
which started in late afternoon, 
was therefore fought in the dark. 


“V. Adm. R. L. Burnett. with, the 
force of cruisers was at this time 
to the southward of the Russia- 
bound convoy, which was in the 
latitude of Bear Island. He him- 
self was on the Belfast, with the 
Norfolk and Sheffield in company. 
The convoy was escorted by de- 
stroyers and corvettes, 


Scharnhorst Sighted. 


“About 0930 Adm, Burnett sight- 
ed the Scharnhorst at long range, 
steering toward the convoy. Speed 
was increased to 27 knots and all 
three cruisers opened fire, the 
Norfolk obtaining a hit. 

“This engagement lasted until 
1030, when touch with the enemy 
was lost due to her _ superior 


speed in the weather conditions 
prevailing. She was last seen 
steering off to the northeast, hav- 
— been driven off from the con- 
v by the determined attack of 
Adm. Burnett and his cruisers. 

“During this time my force still 
was many miles to the westward, 
proceeding at speed with the in- 
tention of getting between the 
Scharnhorst and her base at Alter- 
fjord, 


Cruiser Norfolk Hit. 


“Adm. Burnett, who was joined 
by the destroyers Musketeer, 
Matchless, Opportune and Virago 
from the convoy escort, now raced 
back to support the convoy in case 
the enemy should attempt an- 
other attack on it, 

“About 1230 the expected hap- 
pened, and the enemy reappeared 
from the westward, making to- 
ward the convoy. The cruisers, 
who were stationed ahead of it, 
opened fire, as did the enemy, ob- 
taining a hit on the Norfolk, kill- 
ing one officer and six ratings and 
seriously injuring another six. 

“The Scharnhorst now fled to 
the southward with the cruisers in 
close pursuit. The pursuit to south- 
ward lasted all afternoon. Adm. 
Burnett had fleeting glimpses of 
the enemy and was able to keep 
me informed of the enemy’s move- 
ments, my force coming up from 
the west and to the south of Bur- 
nett. 

“From this Invaluable informa- 
tion I was able to decide a course 
on which I must steer to intercept 
the Scharnhorst before she got 
too near her base. 


York Opens Fire. 


“The stage now was set for the 
main action,.the Scharnhorst being 
pursued by the cruiser force with 
dogged persistence and the Duke 
of York making all speed to inter- 
cept to maximum advantage. 

“During this flight the enemy al- 
tered course slightly, which en- 
abled me to engage a little earlier 
than I had expected. It actually 
was at 1649 (4:49 p. m.) that the 
Duke of York, having turned to 
southward, parallel to the Scharn- 
horst, illuminated her with a star-

Policy Agreed

KAI-SHEK, declaring that the 

fate of the Axis was sealed in 
1943, predicted today that 1944 
would see “the beginning of the 
decisive stage” of the war against 
Japan and disclosed that President 
Roosevelt agrees with him that 
the Japanese people should be al- 
lowed to choose their own form of 
government if they overthrow 
their military rulers. 


“As to what form of government 
Japan should adopt,” Chiang said 
in a 6000-word New Year’s mes 
sage to the Chinese Army and peo- 
ple, “that question can better be 
left to the awakened and repent- 
ant Japanese people to decide.” 


The President agreed with him 
during talks at the Cairo confer- 
ence, Chiang said, that “all Japa- 
nese militarists must be wiped out 
and the Japanese political system 
must be purged of every vestige 
of aggressive elements.” 


Chiang said that “with the re 
cent Allied landings in New Brit- 
ain and other strategic points 
Japan's second line of defense in 
the Pacific from the Solomons to 
the Bismarck Sea has been 
broken.” 


He said the task of encircling 
the Japanese on the Asiatic main- 
land would fall primarily on Chi- 
nese shoulders because “in her de- 
fensive war, Japan will have to 
make the China theater her last 
line of defense where she will take 
her last, most stubborn stand.” 


“If we prosecute the war in 
strict accordance with the strategy 
we have agreed upon we can cer- 
tainly defeat Japan in the Pacific 
Ocean *9 such an extent that 
either she has to surrender uncon- 
ditionally or none of her forces 
will be able to survive the impact 
of our pressure,” Chiang 


While he noted that the com- 
bined efforts of the Allies had 
been responsible to a considerable 
extent for sealirg the fate of 
Japan and Germany in 1943, he 
declared that “there is a more im- 
portant factor to be considered.” 


of the China Sea will it be possible 
to pour unlimited quantities of 
materials into China through the 
ports of South China and Indo- 
China and thus make maximum 
use of China as a base for power- 
ful land operations against the 
Japanese Army on its home

No Short Cuts to Tokyo. 


It has taken us two years since 
Pearl Harbor to put ourselves into 
a position for the final assault on 
Hitler’s fortress. Our problem out 
here is equally difficult and we are 
in just about the same position as 
we were in Europe two years ago. 

There are no short cuts to Tokyo 
except through Russia or across 
the waste of water from the Aleu- 
tians. We can hope for Russian 
help, but we dare not base our 
strategy on the hope. As for the 
route from Alaska, some naval 
men believe in it, but all admit 
it is one of great difficulties. 


Meanwhile, the generals and ad- 
mirals are completely tied up with 
problems of the moment. The Al- 
lied policy here today is very simi- 
lar to our recent policy in Africa 
and Europe—never to strike major 
blows at the enemy until we have 
amassed enough power to be sure 
that the blow can be carried out 
with a maximum of speed, a mini- 
mum of casualties and certainty 
of success. 

The Allies can, perhaps, take the 
islands that will bring them closer 
to Singapore, and can push some- 
what nearer to Rangoon, so that 
its seizure will be easier when the 
big stuff is available. In short, 
they can prepare the way for the 
first team, so that the time lag be- 
tween the end of the war in Eu- 
rope and the beginning of all-out 
war against Japan may be appre- 
ciably shortened. 


TOKYO REPORTS CAPTURE 
OF 4.U, S, FLYERS IN CHINA 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (AP).— 
The Tokyo radio said yesterday 
that two American officers and 
two noncommissioned officers were 
captured Dec. 27 after bailing out 
of their transport. plane near the 
Pearl River near Canton. 

The broadcast quoted one offi-

Unity: The Country’s Problem 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The biggest issue before the American 
people today is the need for unity to en- 
able us to win the war and insure the 
peace. Unity today is not achieved as 
readily as when we were treacherously 
attacked at Pearl Harbor. Then we were 
shocked into forgetting our petty dif- 
ferences to fight the common enemy; 
we had no choice but to fight the com- 
mon enemy. 

Fortunately for us, our position in the 
geography of the war is that we are 
thousands of miles from the fighting 
fronts where our soldiers and those of 
our allies are spilling their lifeblood so 
that our shores will not be violated as 
were those of our allies. And this very 
remoteness from the battlefields has 
made it difficult for us to see the war 
picture as a whole and the position of 
each individual in that struggle. 

Now we have learned that we could 
no longer ignore the rest of the world, 
deluded into thinking that we were se- 
cure behind a “Maginot Line” of the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans. By the 
adoption of Congress and the approval 
of the majority of the American people 
as expressed in various polls of the prin- 
ciples of the Cairo and Teheran meet- 
ings, we have seen the Maginot Line of 
thinking shattered. We are now agreed 
upon the thought that we are one in a 
family of nations and are digesting the 
implications. 

We have pledged ourselves upon broad 
lines to help maintain the peace of this 
family of nations once the “Cains” have — 
been punished, We are learning to re- 
spect the strength and the integrity of 
the darker races and the Eastern peoples 
regardless of their shade of color or re- 
ligious beliefs, because in their heroic 
struggles against the common enemy 
they have formed a bulwark against the 
invasion of our shores. | 

However, our most urgent task is 
unity for the continued production of 
the materials of war. We have to give 
up the pre-Pearl Harbor luxuries of 
using the production of the materials of 
war to get rich; of stopping production, 
no matter how valid the grievance might 
be, by way of slowdowns, stoppages or 
atrikes;. of discrimination against any 
race because of the color of it skin, and 
of intolerance and bigotry because of dif- 
ferences of religious worship. 

We must ask Congress to give up its 
pre-Pearl Harbor luxury of sectional and 
special interests to devote all its energies 
to such legislation as will promote the 
greater unity in winning the war and 
peace. And last, we must remind those 
who are berating the people on the home 
front that almost every family has some 
loved one in the armed services of his 
country, and the ire of those individuals: 
could be directed with more justice to 
those who have failed to give leadership 
and direction to the tasks of the indi- 
vidual people on the home front.

A Bad Ruling 

The Postoffice Department’s denial of second- 
class mail privileges to Esquire can hardly be 
defended as in the public interest. Admitting 
that some of the magazine’s illustrations and ar- 
ticles cross the border-line of good taste, there 
still was little or no evidence adduced by the 
postal authorities to support their that 
it circulated “obscene, lewd and lascivious” mat- 
ter. 

The department has ruled against the magazine 
because it. has violated the personal views of 
someone as to what is bad for the morals of 
the people. Postmaster-General Walker, in fact, 
overruled thé-decision of a special board he had 
appointed, which voted 2 to 1 to drop the case, 
The ruling is arbitrary and reactionary, smack- 
ing of the Fascist philosophy of official regulation 
of the lives of citizens. 

The Rev. Daniel A. Poling, an outstanding min- 
ister and editor of the Christian Herald, expressed 
the simple truth when he described the ruling 
as “something dangerous which must not be al- 
lowed to stand.” He added that he disliked the 
journal’s contents and hoped it would resolve in 
the New Year “more ¢tarefully to regard and ob- 
serve good taste.” : 

The case should be taken to the courts, where 
it is to be hoped this attempt at personal cen- 
sorship of the press will be overruled. 
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Emergency in Coal 

The first declaration by a responsible loca) au- 
thority that a long-feared crisis in the St. Louis 
coal supply is already existent came late last 
week from the chairman of the Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee, Mr. Ford. This puts an entirely 
new light upon the report of the Solid Fuels Ad- 
ministration, which concluded that no emergency 
yet exists to justify directives increasing the coal 
supply. SFA at the same time pledged that, in 
the event of an emergency, every effort would 
be made to meet the situation with due regard 
for the smoke control ordinance. 

The conflict in the conclusions reached by Mr. 
Ford and by the Deputy Administrator of SFA, 
Mr. Potter, was due to the use of different meth- 
ods in determining how much coal has come into 
the city during the present heating season. There 
is, however, only one entirely accurate method 


of determining whether coal is available, and 
that is to order some and note the result. 


In view of Mr. Ford’s positive statement, the 
responsibility would seem to be upon Mr. Potter, 
either to show that the coal he says is here is 


actually here, or to consider, as promised, issuing 
directives to cease diverting coal from St. Louis. 
The most practical method of determining the na- 
ture of the situation would be to push aside the 
theoretical statistics and see what is in the coal 
pile. 
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A Milestone in the Russian War 

As the hard-driving Red Army sweeps on 
through the wide gap broken in the German lines 
around Vitebsk, it is within striking distance of 
the former Polish border, and therefore near 
another milestone in the amazing struggle against 
the Nazi invaders. The fact that Stalin’s forces 
are already recovering ground taken by the Ger- 
manhs in the first month of the war is,an indica- 
tion of what this latest series of advances means 
to Hitler’s hopes. 


His hopes have undergone a remarkable trans- _ 


formation since, on June 22, 1941, he ordered 
the invasion of Russia and thereby decided “to 
lay. the fate and the future of the German Reich 
in the hands of our soldiers.” The first stages 
of the war against Russia went so well that on 
Oct. 3, 1941, Hitler wag moved to boast: “This 
enemy is already broken and will never rise 
again.” But Russia has risen, with a mighty 
surge that has recovered thousands of square miles 
of territory and is about to begin the work of 
expelling the Nazis from the original limits of 
the Soviet Union. 


. 


This is more than a strategic retreat by the 


Germans. Not only territory but men and ma- 
teriel are being lost. Thus far, the withdrawal 


is not a rout, but its speed and the sacrifice of 


strategic points indicate a drastic change in Hit- 
ler’s plans for holding his gains on the Eastern 
front while preparing to meet the coming inva- 
sion from the West. 1 

Now, as the Red Army prepares to occupy soil 
that was under Polish rule in the period between 
wars, diplomatic as well as military problems 
arise. Will the Polish Government-in-exile con- 


tinue to claim every inch of territory, including 


that occupied by purely Russian inhabitants, re- 
ceived by the Poles in the power-politics deals 
that followed World War I? 

Stalin is on record as favoring a “strong and 

independent Poland.” He listed that country in 
his. address of last Nov. 7 as among those in- 
cluded in his statement of Allied aims: “Liberate 
the peoples of Burope frem the Fascist invaders 
and help them rebuild their national states dis- 
abled by Fascist enslavers.” 
- At this moment, however, future territorial 
settlements cannot be permitted to interfere with 
the sweeping progress of the Russian armies in 
recovering the loot seized by the Nazis, Every 
gain made now by the Russians, every German 
soldier put out of action and every tank or gun 
captured, reduces to that extent the task of the 
British-American forces as they prepare to at- 
tack Hitler from the West and so to complete 
the gigantic pincers movement that will bring 
the capitulation predicted for 1944, 
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Bricker’s Firm Stand on 1944 
The opinions and policies of John W. Bricker, 
Governor of Ohio and Republican hopeful, were 


among the more impenetrable mysteries of the : 


year now laid away in the archives. In his role 
as favorite son, Bricker has cagily steered away 
from any statement on anything at all that might 
place him on the end of an awkward limb as 
the convention season approached. 

So it is pleasant to learn that Bricker has quit 
ducking the issues, and has come out with a 
frank, blunt, hard-hitting statement on one of 
the major problems confronting the country. He 
fearlessly takes his stand, as follows: “Events 
of 1944 may well determine the course of civiliza- 
tion for centuries to come.” As the message goes 
on, it becomes even more positive, to wit: 

As we enter 1944, the forces of evil and 
destruction are being driven to the wall and 
the forces of righteousness and freedom are on 
the conquering march. But, when this war is 
won, there still will be momentous decisions 
to make and difficult problems to solve. 
Bricker has made up his mind, taken his stand, 

gone on record and defied his critics. Here is 
statesmanship indeed. The carpers are silenced 
in the face of Bricker’s impressive pronounce- 
ment that 1944 is going to be a crucial year. 
Later on, the bold Governor may be expected to 
come out four-square for the Fourth of July. 
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As to War Criminals 
In announcing that more war trials will be held, 


the Soviet magazine, War and the Working Class- - 


es, expresses surprise at foreign criticism of the 
trials. Specifically, the Yorkshire Post was cited 
for suggesting prosecution be put off until after 
the war. The Soviet magazine no doubt referred 
also to a recent debate in the House of Lords 
in which several English peers questioned the 
Kharkov trials and executions. 


While British opinion is by no means all ad- 
verse to the Russian policy, with such men as 
Lord Vansittart demanding the life of every man 
and ‘woman who participated in massacres, con- 
siderable doubt exists as to the justice and effica- 
cy of the Kharkov trials. It is pointed out that 


the two German soldiers and a Nazi Captain , 


who were executed could not have established the 
policy of massacre, but were carrying out orders. 
In any army in the world, officers and men must 
carry out orders from above under pain of being 
shot. 

If the small fry who were hanged at Moscow 
typify war criminals in Russian eyes, in the 
sense of the Moscow Declaration, it is time, as 


many Britons think, to define the meaning ot 


that declaratien. It was generally believed to be 
aimed at the Nazi policy-makers who sent out 
the orders to machine-gun civilians and to com- 
mit the frightful atrocities in Poland and else- 
where. Moreover, Moscow should be asked why it 
starts the war trials now instead of, in the lan- 
guage of the declaration, after an armistice. 


Britain and the United States have a big stake 
in the question because of the great numbers of 
our men who are in German prison camps. Al- 
ready the Germans are threatening reprisals by 
promising to try American flyers who, they claim, 
killed German civilians in bombing forays. If 
the Germans should go ahead with this plan and 
if hundreds of our boys are executed, an irre- 
sistible public demand will arise for a clarifi- 
cation of Russian policy.

We furnished 80 per cent of the petroleum 
used in winning World War I, and I be- 
lieve it will be shown ultimately that we 
are putting up 95 per cent of the aviation 
gasoline which is being used to blast the 
Hitlers. and the Tojos from their strong- 
holds. 


The United States has been the oil cer* 
ter of the world—not because there has been 
more oil here than elsewhere, but because 
we have had the enterprise, the technical 
genius and the resourcefulness to produce 
it. We have also been using it faster. 
The American oil industry will gradually 
but inevitably migrate abroad, The capital 
of the oil empire is on the move to the 
Middle East. If we are to maintain and 
extend our gasoline civilization, we must 
be prepared to go where gasoline is to be 
had. 3 


As Petroleum Administrator, I can say 
authoritatively that the petroleum which 
lies within our continental limits cannot be 
depended upon to supply us forever, or 
even for long. On the contrary, we can 
now be certain that our known reserves 
have a relatively short life expectancy of 


14 years. 
Stores Wherever Our Flag Flies 


Td view of the alarming rate at which 
our petroleum reserve position is being 
weakened by the abnormal drain due to 
our own and other Allied military demands, 
it has been suggested in some quarters that 
it might help to balance our petroleum budg- 
et if, at the end of hostilities, we were to 
be reimbursed in kind from reserves which 
have not taken the punishment that our 
own have, 


One of our very first undertakings ought 
to be to store in this country vast quanti- 
ties of crude and even, if necessary, of re- 
fined products. We shall be carelessly ex- 
posing ourselves to grave risks unless we 
build up and maintain reserves that will 
last at least 20 years, regardless of what 
the demands nfay be. 

We must store largely in Alaska and in 
Hawaii and Guam and in those small dots 
of atolls where our trans-Pacific airliners 
land and fuel. We must not neglect the 


Canal Zone or Puerto Rico or the Virgin 
Islands. 

One of the greatest safeguards of the 
peace would be for the peace-loving na- 
tions to face the future with oil enough, 
both for peace and for war, while the bru- 
tal and uncivilized nations would be per- 
mitted to have oil only for current needs, 


The United States, Great Britain, Russia, 
and China should mutually covenant: (1) 
to share as a postwar responsibility the 
rehabilitation of war damage to oil facilities 
in all parts of the world; (2) to make oil 
supplies available upon fair and equitable 
terms to all nations and peoples; (3) to for- 
bid oil supplies to any nation which vio- 
lates the basic principles of international 
law as defined by the United Nations at 
the peace table. f 


Our Interest in Saudi Arabia 


British oil companies have staked out 
valuable interests in various oil fields of 
the world. Every British company is 
touched with a national interest. The Brit- 
ish ofl man and, his country are interde- 
pendent, and both know it. As a matter 
of fact, the British Government owns an 
actual stock interest, as high as 50 per cent, 
in the corporations that exploit the oil. 

Certain American interests have had the 
foresight to stake out valuable claims in 
vast oil] fields far from home, The Standard 
Oil Co. of California, to mention one, sent 
its geologists and its engineering crews into 
Saudi Arabia and discovered and staked 
out One of the greatest oil fields in the 
world. Even at that, the British had been 
ahead of our own nationals. 

Why might it not be possible to work out 
an equally advantageous understanding be- 
tween the American Government and the 
American oil industry wherever it seems 
to be to their mutual interest? 


The question has been carefully pondered 
to the extent that the Petroleum Reserves 
Corporation, a Government agency, was 
born a few months ago—born but not yet 
weaned. The PRC will attempt to ex- 
plore and encourage the national interests 
of the United States in the petroleum fields 
of the world where private industry is will- 
ing to go.

The next Missouri Legislature will be 
the first to receive the help of a Legislative 
Research Bureau. The last Legislature has 
been determined to give its successor the 
benefit of the best possible research help. 
If the plan succeeds, it will have a great 
influence on the quality of Missouri legisla- 
tion for years to come, 

In line with the single purpose, Dr. Charl- 
ton F. Chute of the St. Louis Governmental 
Research Institute recently was named 
director of the Legislature’s new arm. No 
one can say in advance how any man will 
work out in a specific office. But Dr. Chute 


has the experience and record to give him 
a high recommendation, 

The manner of making the selection 

speaks for the intentions of the Legislative 
Research Committee composed of 20 men, 
10 from the House and 10 from the Senate. 
They combed the State for men with quali- 
fications. Political recommendations car- 
ried no weight with them. It was a clean- 
cut job of hunting for the right man.

On Mainstream of the Nation

“Mainstream,” by Hamiltes Basse.

The American tradition, as Hamilton 
Basso views it, is something like a river 
system, with tributaries merging to make 
its mainstream and help shape the Ameri- 
can character.

faith,

The author’s quest is to find in the tribu- 
taries the influences that have made John 
Applegate what he is. He begins with the 
assumption that there is an American char- 
acter and that it hag been shaped by a series 
of influences which, in their sum, may be 
taken to represent what we call the Ameri- 
can tradition. In his quest he has examined 
the lives of certain significant Americans 
and presents them, not as isolated biogra- 
phies, but as part of an interrelated pattern 
which may be taken to be the design of 
the American character. 

They make up an oddly assorted company 
—Cotton Mather and John Smith, Thomas 
Jefferson, John Calhoun, Abraham Lincoln, 
Andrew Carnegie, P. T. Barnum, Henry 
Adams and William Jennings Bryan, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Huey Long and Franklin 
Roosevelt—yet in spite of their dissimilar- 
ity, or because of it, all have made their 
contribution to the pattern of similarity 
that is the American tradition and to the 
emergence of John Applegate and other 
typical Americans. 4

Concerning the future of this John Apple- 
gate and all the other John Applegates, 
Basso has faith, for with so much good 
in his past, and in himself, there must be 
good in his future—“not all good, any more 
than all evil: good and evil all bound to 
gether, as in the contradiction that is man, 
and if the world is lucky, very lucky, the 
measure of evil less than the measure of 
good.” 

The historian of the future, Basso pre- 
dicts, will find that John Applegate marked 
a beginning and an end. It is the author's 
way of saying that though the mainstream 
is now vexed by contrary currents, it will 
again flow free and John Applegate and all

Destroyers Attack. 

“About 1845 (6:45 p. m.) the Sav- 
age and Saumarez swept in on the 
starboard bow of the enemy, and 
the Scorpion and Stord on the port 
bow, under murderous fire from 
the Scharnhorst’s guns. They 
pressed on indomitably, and the 
range was under one mile when 
each in turn fired torpedoes point- 
blank and turned away under 
smoke to make good their escape.

Carry Me Back to 
Old Metaphrenia

SUPPOSE most of us cherish a secret ambition 
to write popular songs. It sounds like such 
fun and it looks so easy. For example, who 
couldn’t think of an idea like.some gal carrying 
a gun and you ask 

her to put it away 

before it goes off 

and hurts some 

body.' And after 

you’ve kicked it 

around a little while 

the first thing you 

know you have a 

song called “Pistol 

Packin’ Mama.” A 

cinch! Why didn’t 

you do it? : 


Or, what really 

bothers me is why 

didn't I do it? Especially after I read that ex- 

planation by my learned colleague Glenn Dillard 

Gunn. “Pistol Packin’ Mama,” said he, is a 

prize example of metaphrenia and goes on to 

explain this is a new word in the psychiatrist's 

vocabulary, from the classic Greek—Meta, mean- 

ing parallel or outside, hence unconnected, and 
phrenos, meaning the mind, 
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IN OTHER WORDS here is a song that doesn’t 
really engage your intellectual machinery— 
neither the tune nor the words need disturb you 
while you carry on more important mental activ- 
ities. 

“It is in fact a form of escape,” said Gunn, and 
proceeds to argue that when whole populations 
are harried by taxes, rationing, war nerves, 
et cetera, the mind “does some kind of psychic 
acrobatics and flops over into its trackless paral- 
lel. There it becomes a victim of any jingle that 
happens to be current—the more inane the bet- 
ter.” 

During the last war “K-K-K-Katy” was the 
“Pistol Packin’ Mama” of her day. But I can’t 
recall that she was given such a hard name as 
metaphrenia. Nor was her stuttering accom- 
paniment subjected to such vivisection as this: 


ane. Sars: 


“PISTOL PACKIN’ MAMA has only five tones; 
tonic down to the dominant, a skip through the 
tones of the dominant chord to the second of 
the scale and back, and the same four tones up 
to the tonic, to close.” 

And if that weren’t enough to hold Composer 
Al Dexter, Gunn really hauls off and lets him 
have it with, “It is not music any more than 
Mother Goose’s poetry. It is infantile, pure non- 
sense, without redeeming wit, a meaningless can- 
tation, that takes possession of the mind as the 
stupefying plod of the rout march seizes upon 
aching muscles, and carries it off into a condi- 
tion only to be described as a neurosis.” 
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WELL, I DON’T KNOW Dr. Gunn personally 
but I can best describe his condition as one of 
acute envy. Every one of these plush-lined words 
gives him away. He is jealous of Al Dexter, the 
newest darling of that peculiar American family 
known as the Jukes. Dr. Gunn wishes that he 
too could skip through the tones of the dominant 
chord to the second of the scale, and then lay 
that tonic down, babe. Like you, like me, he 
yearns to write a popular song instead of wasting 
his talents scolding Mr. Dexter. 
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TOO BAD. THERLZE’S nothing to be done, about 
it. I recall one evening riding in a taxi with 
Walter Donaldson, who could compose a popular 
hit quicker than Dr. Gunn could say metaphrenia. 
With us was Ring Lardner, whose admiration for 
Donaldson was something touching. It was on 
this memorable occasion that Lardner said to 
Donaldson, “I would rather be a composer like 
you and be able to write a song like ‘My Buddy’ 
than write all’ the short stories and novels in the 
New York public library.” And Ring wasn't 
kidding. He carried lyrics around in his pocket 
and was always trying to peck out popular tunes. 
And he used to love to hang around Donaldson 
and watch him compose, which Walter could do 
by the hour with the most disheartening ease,

BUT WALTER DONALDSON never told Ring 
Lardner how he wrote “My Buddy.” He never told 
me either but that all-time champion writer of 
popular lyrics, the late Gus Kahn, who wrote 
the words for “My Buddy,” did tell me—and now 
I'll tell you and Dr. Gunn. 

One Christmas day Donaldson came over to 
the Kahn house in Chicago bringing a toy for 
Gus’ boy Donald. It was a little toy pig and 
when you twisted ite tail it played a little tune, 
Walter gave it to the boy and then took it away 
and started playing with it himself,

FASCINATED WITH the tune, Donaldson car- 
ried off the little pig and little Donald Kahn 
never saw it again. But his father, Gus, wrote 
the lyric to fit the tune that Donaldson composed, 
inspired by the little ditty that the toy pig played 
—and that ditty is the opening chorus of “My 
Buddy” which, you may recall, was the theme 
song for that great war picture “The Big Parade.” 
And you might also be interested to know that 
this was a little German toy pig—that this tune 
was part of an old German folk song—and that 
you will hear echoes of the same tune when you 
play Jerome Kern’s classic “Siren Song” from 
“Leave It to Jane.”

Every Necessity of a Soldier's Life Has Been Planned for Him

The fundamental of the plan is 
that his clothes, food, and shelter 
must keep him healthy and self- 
sufficient without the help of 
civilian facilities. The plan had 
to start with providing for the sol- 
dier’s well-being alone on a desert 
with neither barracks nor canteen 
nor any place to get into when it 
rains, 

Line troops — roughly: troops 
qualified to take their place in a 
firing line — are self-sufficient 
neither at home nor in the field. 
Huge military organizations serve 
them, First there is the monster 
store that is known as the Quarter- 
master Corps. The Quartermaster 

is a gigantic department 
store with thousands and thousands 
of branches, and the component 
units of the army are its custom- 
ers. The Quartermaster Corps de- 
signs and manufactures or buys 
these stores and the component 
units draw what they need, paying 
in signed requisitions instead of 
money. 

To another semi-autonomous or- 
ganization is entrusted all com- 
munications within the army. This 
is the Signal Corps. The Engineer 
Corps builds (and demolishes) for 
the army and is responsible for all 
transportation the army cannot do 
on its own feet or in its own 
trucks or by calling on the navy 
to transport it—and for many other 
things.

major unit of the Army 
has units from the service forces 
permanently attached to it, It is 
as if, we might say, you are so big 
‘a customer that the A&P opened 

a special branch for you in a room

mestic tranquillity, made you the 
boss of the clerks who worked 
there. Thus, a division may have 
a company from the Signal Corps 
attached, and whole battalions of 
medicos and quartermasters — as 
well as a, platoon from Ordnance 
and a battalion of engineers. The 
commanding officer of these de 
tachments are on the special staff 
of the commanding general of the 
division, 

Then, when the commanding 
general wants something built, in- 
stead of writing to the Chief of 
Engineers in Washington, he sim- 
ply orders the commanding officer 
of his engineer troops to do the 
job. And each day, as the Army 
on the move progresses, its at- 
tached signal personne! will see to 
it that all its units are kept in 
communication with one another, 
whether by wire or by wireless or 
with semaphore flags or by carrier

ND thus, finally, line troops 

with their attached service ele- 

ments together at last make a 
self-sustaining, independent com- 
munity that can exist and care for 
itself without benefit of civilian 
facilities. 

Sometimes it confuses even sol- 
diers in my own ranch to learn 
that the combat engineers, who 
h-ld the line ag infantrymen at 
Kasserine Pass, came, not from 
round force Gen. McNair’s troops, 
ut from Gen. Somervell’s service 
organization. It is this way: the 
service troops -— engineers, signal 
men, medical personnel, etc.—are 
trained by their respective service 
corps, but are subsequently at- 
tached to and become an organic 
part of the ground forces. ' 

Their function in the field is 
always one of some specialized 
service, but any of them (except 
the medical men, who are limited 
by international conventions) are 
at the disposal of the commanding 
officer in the field to be used as 
fighting troops. 

Except in the direct emergency, 
the engineers are the only service 
troops likely to be used as infan- 
trymen. Signal Corps men, for 
instance, are much too important 
as specialists, and usually too few. 
The engineers, however, are inten- 
sively trained as infantrymen be- 
cause their most important func- 
tion at the front is to keep the 
infantry moving, and this means 
that om an advance they must 
build roads and bridges in front 
of the infantry. In a retreat, they 
will be the last to leave, for it 
will be their mission to impede 
the enemy’s passage by blowing 
up roads and bridges or by build- 
ing obstacles. Trained as infan- 
trymen, there has hardly ever 
been a campaign in which combat 
engineers were not called on at 
some time to take over some of 
the line. 

My first and clearest impression 
of the difference between the di- 
vision at home and the division 
in the field was an impression of 
the merging of all these different 
units into a single working com- 
munity, with each branch com- 
pletely, and obviously, and pretty 
happily dependent on every other.

“When I 
find the right dog, I ask these 
people to come to see me. [I don’t 
give them the dog until I see 
whether or not the dog takes to 
them. Dogs are smart about 
people, you know.” She has a good 
deal of trouble with the parents 
who insist on getting a young pup- 
py as a pet for small children.

child under five years. “Young 
dogs are delicate animals, and a 
little child is mueh too rough for 
them,” Mrs. 22 says.

Egg-white cooked at the 
‘oiling point soon becomes tough, 
leathery and _ indigestible, but 
when it igs cooked in a liquid 
that bubbles lazily only occasion- 
ally, then it is just as thoroughly 
coagulated, but it is delicate and 
soft, and is easily digested. Cover- 
ing the eggs as suggested in the 
recipe given below permits. the 
thin film of the white covering the 
yolks to coagulate and form a thin 
veil over the yolk, which gives the 
egg a much more appetizing ap- 
pearance than if allowed to remain 
raw. Raw egg-white is also very 
indigestible.
